NORMAL SCHOOL 
FOR MAYSVILLE IS 
NOW ASSURED 

Mason Count/ Board of Education 
Joins City Board In Financing 
Special Normal Course for 
Teachers In Marseille. 

Maysvllle Is now assured of a Nor- 
mal School at the Maysvllle High 
School during the coming summer If 
there are enough teachers In the city 
and county who will attend the free 
school to make it worth the effort. The 
Mason County Board of ,Education In 
Its first regular meeting this morning 
appropriated the sum of $300 toward 
the financing of the school which with 
tho $200 appropriated by tho City 
Board of Education makes the fnlncial 
Buccess of the school assured. 

This school will be conducted in the 
Maysvllle High School and Messrs. C. 
E. Everett, W. J. Cnpllngor and H. S. 
Cilklns will be the Instructors for a 
period of five weeks. Tuition will be 
freo to Maysvllle and Mason county 
teachers but teachers coming from 
other counties will be expected to pay 
a nominal tuition. 

A large delegation of Orangeburg 
citizens appeared before the Board ot 
Education today petitioning the board 
to establish a High School at Orange 
burg. These men proposed the organ 
Izatlon of a Development company 
which will sell stock for enough 
money to erect an up-to-date building 
with the understanding that the coun- 
ty board will rent the building at a 
stipulated rate until tlte county thus 
pays for it. This question was dis- 
cussed at length and was taken under 
advisement. The board will probably 
answer tho Ornugeburg folks by their 
May meeting. 

Tho school levy for the approaching 
ycc.r was fixed at 35 cents on the one 
hundred dollars of taxable property, 
the same figure at which it was placed 
(or this year.

Slayer of Lexington Man Is Rushed to 
State Reformatory For Snfe 
Keeping. 

Lexington, Ky., April 4th. — Be- 
cause of threats made to the police at 
tho time of his arrest. William Dunn, 
nineteen-year-old negro, who Bhot and 
fatally wounded G. W. Abbott, soven- 
ty-flvo years-old white man of Rock- 
castle, Owen county, Sunday night, 
was removed from tho Fayette county 
Jail and taken to the reformatory at 
Frankfort for safekeeping, r'ounty 
Judgo Frank A. Bullock ordered the 
negro's removal. 

Sheriff Waller Rodes and Deputy 
Sheriff Walter Marshall received the 
prisoner from Jailer Reuben Cropper 
sliortly before 10 o'clock and took him 
to Frankfort in an nutomobile. 

Tho shooting took place at 7:30 
o'clock Sunday night. Dunn, according 
to his story, fired two shot from a .32- 
caliber reeolvcr at Abbott, who was 
standing In front of Dunn's homo, 108 
Hoso Btreot. Both bullets struck Ab- 
bott In the abdomen and he died In the 
Good Samaritan Hospital at 8:05 
o'clock without having regained con- 
sciousness.

LLOYD GEORGE IS 
THREATENED AS 
CRISIS IS FACED 

Labor Factions of England United In 
Effort To Get Control of 
the Government. 

London, April 4. — Great Britain 
faced today the greatost crisis sine* 
tho call for tho first 100,000 In 1914. 

With 1,200,000 coal miners on strike 
and Industry already suffering from 
shortago of fuel, week-end meeting of 
tho miners' allies showed a trend to- 
ward sympathetic strikes. 

Labor's gesture was looked upon as 
a threat to force a general election 
and, If possible, solzc control of the 
government. 

Tho cabinet met today beforo the 
emergency session of Parliament 
opened. Tho government's plan for 
combatting the threatened attack on 
Industries to bo drafted. 

The stubbornness of the battle was 
Indicated by resolutions adopted by 
railway and transport workers. The 
men decided to support the miners "by 
any action deemed necessary." 

Miners' leaders, admitting tho seri- 
ousness of sabotage, asserted It was 
necessary and approved action of 
miners In Withdrawing safety workers 
and flooding tho pits. 

Suffering already has resulted from 
the strike. The nu n who walked out 
added 1.200.00U to 1,800,000 already 
unemployed. 

St.tlstlcians climated 18,000,000 
persons are affected by the strike. 

If railway and transport workers 
aro added to the list the total will bo 

Increased 12,000,000.

HISTORY WILL REPEAT ITSELF. 

A recurrence of the coal shortage witnessed in the fall of 1919 
ih inevitable. History will repeat itself. 

Conditions at the present time in the coal market hears a very 
marked resemblance to conditions prevailing In the spring of 1919, 
following the termination of hosilitics, there was a general let -down 
in industrial activities for a time. Every industry in the country has 
been moving at top speed. Every industry has been in high gear and 
it became necessary to change the gears. For a time there was a 
decided drop in the demand for coal from industrial sources. A 
mild winter was also a factor in decreasim: the demand for coal. There 
was a falling market and no one would buy coal. Such a condition 
continued until late in the summer. 

About the first of September, 1919, the country began to run 
short of fuel and the market began to rise. Buyers who ought to have 
known that such a contingency would arise but who had willfully 
procrastinated in the hope and belief that they could secure coal at 
almost any price they cared to pay were caught unawares and imme- 
diately began bidding against one another. The strike late in the 
year only served to aggravate the shortage. 

At the present time no one is buying coal and little coal is being 
produced. Much more coal is being used than is coming from the 
mines. It is only a question of months before the present supply of 
coal in the markets of the nation will become exhausted. 

The industrial consumer of coal often will not purchase his sup- 
plies of fuel on a falling market. Of course the average industrial 
consumer does not need much coal at the moment. He has enough 
on hand to meet current needs. His factories are running only part 
time. He feels that when he does need more coal he can yet it and 
that he can secure such a supply at any price he may see fit to pay. 

In that he is mistaken. The industrial consumer ni' two years ago 
made the same mistake and was forced eventually to go into the mar- 
ket and buy coal at a fancy price in competition with other consumers 
who had been guilty of the same proscrstination which cost him so 
dearly. 

Of course when the demand is revived it is going to be revived 
with a rush. Every class of consumer is going to want coal all at 
once and it is going to be a physical impossibility to handle the vol- 
ume of coal needed to take care of the country's needs. 

The time to buy coal is now. The time to buy coal is when the 
price is doyn. It will reacli no lower levels. Producers cannot sell it 
at prices now prevailing because such prices are below the cost of 
production. It is therefore the part of unwisdom for consumers to 
expect to secure their coal needs for the year at current prices even 
lower than those now most often heard of— The Black Diamond.

It is difficult to write with toleration and restraint of the judge 
who under the circumstances imposed a fine on Judge Lindsey. Judge 
Lindsey was judge of the juvenile court; he obtained the confidence 
of the boy because of the compined power of his personality and hi* 
position. That confidence should be sacred- The judge who attempts 
to compel Judge Lindsey to violate that confidence deserves himself 
to be driven from the bench and incarcerated in jail. 

The confidence between a lawyer and a client, between a physi- 
cian and a patient, between a priest and a penitent, is sacred in the 
eyes of the law. Yet this Denver judge holds that Judge Lindsey 
should betray the confidence of a lad, who. relying upon his official 
position and his spoken pledge, gave to him his confidence. 

It would be destructive of the whole glorious work done by Judge 
Lindsey for him to violate the confidence of that boy; it would be 
destructive of the power for good of the juvenile court officials in 
every community for the man who first demonstrated the power for 
good of a juvenile court to betray the confidence of a lad who had 
trusted him. 

The Herald would not contribute a cent to pay the fine imposed 
upon Judge Lindsey. It approves thoroughly and wholeheartedly his 
decision to go to jail rather than pay that fine or permit it to be paid. 
But it would contribute gladly to a fund to prosecute before the law 
or drive from his official position by the vote of the people the judge 
who imposed that fine and threatens to send Judge Lindsey to jail if 
it is not paid. 

The power of imposing fines and imprisonment for contempt of 
court is a dangerous power— one that in the hands of an ignorant, 
prejudiced or corrupt judge can be grossly abused and used for per- 
nicious purposes. It is but rarely that such power should be used, 
and it is a testimony to the judiciary of America — Federal and State 
alike— that it is not more often misused. The exhibition of the mis- 
use of that power by the Denver judge will arrest national attention, 
and if that judge should send to jail all who have contempt for him 
there would have to be a jail built bigger than the whole state of 
Colorado— Lexington Herald.

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A.Vcrlcanlsm 118 Years Ago. 

"Look, look, Uncle Tod! Look at 
what I found up In the attic!" 

It was Ruth speaking. She had 
bounded into the sitting room where 
Uncle Ted was reading the evening 
paper. She flew across the room and 
put something in her uncle's hand 

"What Is it," inquired Jack, from 
his seat on tho further side of the 
room, whero ho was studying ids les- 
sons for the next day. 
. "It's an old hlstlry," replied his 
uncle, after glancing at the title page. 
"A history printed one hundred and 
thirteen years ago, for It haB the date, 
1808, on tho title page. It was writ- 
ten by Samuel Whclplcy, who was 
considered a very able writer in his 
day. 

"And it has my great-grandfather's 
name in it," exclaimed Ruth, with her 
eyes sparkling as she danced around 
Iter uncle's chair. "Just think, my 
great-grandfather read that book and 
it has been in the family ever since. I 
found It in a ttrunk in the attic." 

"I'd rather have a book just printed 
than one more than a hundred years 
old," remarked Jack, with some show 
of jealousy over the fact that Until 
bad made the discovery. 

"That depends upon what you want 
It for." replied I'ncle Ted. "If you 
want a history for accurate Informa- 
tion, of course the latest books are 
likely to be the best, for tho authors 
of today have the most extensive 
sourcves of information at their com- 
mand, but If you want R history for 
the purpose of getting the ideas of 
people who lived many years ago, the 
old histories are best. Also, I think, if 
you want a history written in stately, 
dignified language, with a Vigorous 
expression of the opinion of the writ- 
ers, you will find the ol ddlstorfes 
most satisfactory I recollect that 
when I was In college I used Whelp- 
ley's history sometimes for reference 
reading, and was much impressed with 
his style. Also, I remember that he 
had some very strong opinions on the 
subject of Immigration. I have for- 
gotten just what he said, but I think 

1 can find It In this hook. 
"Yo usee, this is nnot an American 

history, but 'A Compend of History 
from tho Earliest Times.' It gives 
just one chapter to American history, 
and, of course, it does not undertake 
to give a detailed account of the settle- 
ment of this continent and its devel- 
opment. Yes, here is the place where 
he wrote about Immigration. Now re- 
member, this was written before 180.8. 
for the boo kwas printed that year. 
When this book was written there 
were ony about 6,000,000 people in the 
United States, and there were only 17 
states in the Union. There had been 
only three presidents, Washington, 
Adams and Jefferson. I'm going to 
read a few sentences from this old 
book: 

" 'No government was ever more 
benevolent or liberal to foreigners, 
than that o fthe United States. It has 
holden out to them the greatest en- 
couragements; nor has It disappointed 
their expectations. " " " It is not un- 
likely, however, that the future histor- 
ian will be compelled to say that our 
government, In relation to foreigners, 
erred through excess of benevalcncc 
and urbanity, 
worthy characters 

great an emigration as has been to 
this country, yet, for the most part, 
they are poor, distressed, overwhelm- 
ed with calamities, discontented, op- 
pressed by the tyranny of their gov- 
ernment somtlmcs, but more common- 
ly by their own vices or Imprudence, 

* * " Every foreigner, soon after his 
arrival In this courty, by a course 
neither circuitous, expensive, nor long, 
becames a citizen in the fullest sense. 
He immediately becomes a politician- 
is profound In the science of govern- 
ment—Is able to set all things right. 

• * * He declaims against oppression, 
flames with zeal for liberty, and sel- 
dom falls to be at the head or tail of 
innovations and reform, perhaps of 
Insurrection.' 

Now, children, those things writ- 
ten In 1808 might very truthfully have 
been written in 1918. There are now. 
as there were then, a lot of good char- 
know Mr. Nelson, the man whose farm 
we visited out South of town last Sun- 
day-there couldn't be a better citizen. 
The nthere is the Schultz family-one 
of them owns the dairy farm where we 
saw the fine Holstein cattle, and an- 
other of the family Is president of the 



bank on Main street. Sch pcoplo as 
they are, and peoplo like Mr. Kellly, 
who wag chief of police when your 
father was mayor, are a good sort of 
pcoplo to havo como to this country. 
But It Is Just as our old hlstorlun 
Wholploy snld more than a hundred 
years ago, thoro are a lot of foreign- 
ers who novor enjoyed liberty or good 
government or prosperity I nthelr na- 
tive lands but who want to reform and 
run this government before they have 
lenrnod to speak our language. 

"That kind of peoplo organize polit- 
ical societies composed chiefly of for- 
eigners and try to crcnte dissatisfac- 
tion and discontent. One of them came 
hero and tried to overturn our gov- 
ernment but finally went to Russia 
and helped organize tho bolshevik 
government there. I'm glad he went. 
Emma Goldman wa snnothcr of tho 
same kind, and our government sent 
her hack to Russia, but she soon ad- 
mitted that tho United States Is a bet- 
ter place to live, even If she did curse 
tlie country all the time site was here. 

"Nowhero Is what Whelpley said in 
this old history. 'No person should 
hereafter become a citizen but by be- 
ing born within the I'nit'ed States. Lot 
foreigners find in this country an asy- 
lum of rest— an escape from oppres- 
sion. Here let them buy and build and 
plant— let them spread and flourish, 
pursuing interest and happiness In 
every mode of life which enterprise 
can suggest or reason justify, and let 
them bo exonerated from the tolls of 
government. If we make good laws, 
they will share the benefit— if bad 
ones, (he blame will not he theirs. Let 
lliclr children born among us become 
citizens by birthright.' 

"I hardly think I would go as far 
as Whelpley advised, but he was near- 
er right thnn our present system. A 
foreigner should at least be here long 
enough to learn our language and cus- 
tome before becoming a citizen, and 
if ho does not care enough to learn 
our language within a reasonable 
time, he should be sent back home 
Tho best remedy, however, Is to make 
the laws strict enough so that the 
trouble makers will never get Into tills 
country. 

"I think I remembers some other 
interesting things In that old history, 
Ruth, nnd if you will keep It down 
here In the book shelves. I will tell 
you some more about It some other 
time." 




BUSINESS MES URGED 

TO WORK WITH HOOTER

Meets Committee of Chamber of Com- 
merce and Seeks ("opera- 
tton «f Industry, 

Wanhington. D. 0. — Plans to bring 
about a closer relationship between 
'.ho Department of Commerce and va- 
rious branches of business were dis- 
cussed at a conference attended by 
Herbert Hoover. Secretary of Com- 
merce and several of the Directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States. It is Mr. Hoover's hope 
that definite results will be accom- 
plished which will prove of great 
benefit In the expansion of foreign 
commerce and elilciency in industry. 

The Chamber of Commerce will 
name a committee to cooperate with 
Mr. Hoover, and it is proposed, as part 
of the program, to name an Advisory 
Board to tho department, which will 
include representatives of business, 
agriculture and labor. Mr. Hoover 
made the following statement at the 
conclusion of the conference: 

"At the conference between a por- 
tion o fthe Directors of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce and 
myself, de discussed at length ways 
and means of organizing a definite re 
latlonshlp of the Department of Com- 
merce with the different branches of 
business. 

"The Chamber of Commerce will ap- 
point a small committee to co-operate 
with me and such commercial and In- 
dustrial organizations as are also con- 
cerned. In order that a small Initial 
Advisory Board to the department 
may he selected which will represent 
the different elments of American bus- 
iness. 

"it is proposed to include represen- 
tatives of agriculture and labor on 
this board, because our national prob- 
lems vith which this department deals 
do not concern the manufacturer, ex- 
porter and ship owner alone, but also 
our laborer and farmer." 

By bringing about this kind of co- 
operation Mr. Hoover hopes to make 
the Department of Commerce a vital 
organization in the advancement of 
export trade.

A CRITICAL SITUATION. 



Washington, D. C. — "Onco more 
tho nation is confronted by a critical 
transportation situation— a situation 
that demands tho thoughtful attention 
of all the people," admonlshos the Re- 
publican Publicity Assocolutlou, 
through its President, Hon. Jonathan 
Bourne, Jr., "Directly, there is a con- 
travery between railroad companies 
and their employees over the question 
of wages. Indirectly the Issue affects 
all the people of the country, for 
evory seller or buyer of goods and 
overy traveler Is affected by the costs 

0 frallroad operation. Tho patrons of 
the railroads pay tho wages. 

"As every one knows there was an 
Increase In railroad wages In 191G by 
governmental order after the railroad 
brotherhoods had threatened to strike 

1 fthcir demands were not met by a 
certain day and hour. In response to 
t he urgent recommendation of Presi- 
dent Wilson, the Adamson Act was 
passed by a Democratic Congress nnd 
Mr. Wilson signed It, using four dif- 
ferent pens which were presented to 
the bead! of the four brother hoods as 
mementues of their victory over the 
government. Later, under government 
operation of tho roads, wages were in- 
creased from time to time, nnd tho 
scale of compensation remained at the 
government figure whon the roads 
were turned back to prlvato manage- 
ment. There have been adjustments 
in wage scales In most largo employ- 
ing concerns but none In railroad em- 
ployment ,for the reason that tho law 
provides for certain conferences, ap- 
peals, hoarlngs and formal decisions 
by u board. The railroads propose a 
reduction of salaries anil wages, from 
top to bottom, with equitable adjust- 
ments which make allowance for dif- 
ferences In rates of increas under gov- 
ernmental orders. In support of their 
proposal, the railroad managers clto 
tho fact that there have been adjust- 
ments i nothor lines of employment, 
and that government statistics show 
that a large proportion of tho rail- 
road mileage of the country is now op- 
erating at a loss. 

"If this were a question between tho 
railroad owners and railroad em- 
ployees alone, tho public could af- 
ford to sR quiescent and await tho 
outcome. Mut the public Is Jie party 
to tho controversy most vitally affect- 
ed, and, therefore, most extensively 
interested. Needless to renin fk, the 
public Is nnd always has been willing 
to pay a fair and equitable wage and 
to have tho employees work under 
proper conditions. But on the other 
hand, tho public Is entitled to havo 
wages and working conditions adjust- 
ed if out of harmony with wages nnd 
conditions In other lines of Industry 
an denterprlse. Whether the compen- 
sations of railroad employees, If con- 
tinued on a war-time basis, are out of 
proportion to wages In Industries that 
have gone through a readjustment, Is 
a question to be discussed and In the 
discussion public opinion will be a 
large If not a controlling factor. 

"Tho railway wage increases began 
with an arbitrary raise granted In 
pursuance of nu act of Congress, nnd 
not through sa-called 'collcctlce bar- 
gaining.' The chosen representatives 
of the public authorized the arbitrary 
Increase wlthou* the consent of the 
employers. Tho employees can hardly 
Justify themselves, therefore, in com- 
plaining at an arbitrary doorcase in 
corresponding degree without their 
consent. 

"The situation presented Is a criti- 
cal one— one that Wil lnot wait In- 
definitely for remedies. Many of the 
railroads arc well on tho way to re- 
ceiverships If not bankruptcy. The 
suggestion of the leaders of the four 
brotherhoods that any change In wage 
scales can come only after extended 
hoarlngs — meaning long delay — Is one 
that will not find much support out- 
side of the offices of the brotherhoods

transportation service at a scale of 
compensation on a par with that real- 
i Ized by other enterprises, and, what- 
ever tho procedure the public will ex- 
pect reasonably rapid action."
